I havo
in my possession a lottor from ouo
of her crew which intimates that
every im.n Jack of thorn will take
a quiot walk from the ship when
it readies this port. And it is so
on nil tho other ships. Why, if
it cmno to a question of war, ful-
ly 75 per cent of tho crows would
dcseit.

"Thero is another point that
might throw somo light on tho
question, and that is, that a largo
porcentiigo of tho crows moroly
roprosont mon who havo enltsUd
in oi dor to keep oil" tho streots,
and af tor tlioy havo saved one or two
months' pay tlioy tak Fronch
leave.
